Cosmonauts Still Orbiting Earth 


MOSCOW (UPI)— One of two 
Soviet cosmonauts orbiting t h e 
globe at almost 18,000 miles an 
hour tonight completed a journey 
of a million miles, a distance 
equal to two round trips to the 
moon. There was no sign that 
either space ship was about to 
return to earth any time soon. 
Radio Moscow announced that 
Maj. Adrian Nikolayev, 32, had 
completed 37 orbits in the space­ 
ship Vostok III by 9 a m PUT 
The radio also announced that Lt. 
Col. Pavel Popovich, 31, in the 


spaceship Vostok IV had com­ 
pleted 21 orbits by the same hour. 
The announcement ‘aid both 
cosmonauts were continuing to 
carry out their scientific and 
technical assignments in apace 
! including operating their space 
ships by manual control. 
Both cosmonauts reported they 
ate dinner with a good appetite 
tonight and that they felt well 
They said the equipment in both 
i their ships was functioning norm- 
I ally. 
Both men reported they felt fine 


the globe about once every 88 
minutes. In 35 orbits, Nikolayev 
had journeyed more than 875,000 
miles, and in 19 orbits Popovich 
more than 875,000 miles. 
Radio Moscow scheduled further 
live television transmissions from 
space today, indicating that they 
may be up for at least another 
night. 
Earlier interceptions outside the 
Soviet Union of messages to the 
space ships had indicated an im­ 
minent landing of at least one of 
them. 


Soviet leaders, from Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev down, kept the 
world guessing as to just how 
long 
Nikolayev 
and 
Popovich 
would be kept aloft in their twin 
rides through space. 
In a message to the two cos­ 
monauts 
after 
Nikolayev 
had 
rounded out two full days in orbit 
and P o p o v i c h one full day, 
Khrushchev told them by radio he 
wished them "a successful fulfill­ 
ment of the planned flight pro­ 
gram and a happy landing ” 
Observers noted Khrushchev's 


care in making no reference to 
what the "planned flight pro­ 
gram” was or when the landing 
would come. 
Japanese and Swedish stations 
and space observatories intercept­ 
ed Russian-language messages in­ 
dicating one of the spaceships 
was preparing to land. 
But as the day wore on, Vostok 
III. launched Saiurday morning, 
and Vostok IV, blasted up beside 
it Sunday morning, were flying 
almost 
in formation on what 
looked like a marathon expedí 
tion.

Man With An Idea 


Dr. Maynard A. Peck, Professor of Eco­ 
nomics and Business at Sterling College, is a 
man with an idea. It involves a cooperative 
effort on the part of businessmen and teachers 
to foster a greater understanding of the Amer­ 
ican economic system. 
Here’s the way it would work; Dr. Peck 
would supplement the regular academic 
course of his students by calling in business 
leaders to lecture on the practical application 
rti the theories these students have been learn­ 
ing in the classroom. 


A Necessary Evil

Repeatedly through his campaign in 
I960 for the presidency, John F. Kennedy 
sounded a theme which was in essence, “Let’s 
get America moving.’ He told the Machin­ 
ists’ convention at St. Ixruis that “the Amer­ 
ican people are tired of drift” and "are ready 
to move again.’ 
Early this month Mr. Kennedy was asked 
in a press conference about the possibility 
of a federal tax cut to stimulate what was 
then business recovery. Members of his of­ 
ficial family had broached the proposal much 
earlier. He put off the inquirer by saying he 
and his advisers were waiting for further 
indexes of economic activity. 
Now at least two important such fig­ 
ures for June have come in, the Federal Re­ 
serve Board’s index of industrial production 
and the Commerce Department’s total of 
personal income. The rise in the production 
index is so slight that the board regards it 
as practically stationary. The income total 
was larger than for May, but the increase 
was only about half as much as from April 
to May. 
“The economy," says Joseph R. Slevin, 
national economics editor of the New York 
Herald Tribune, “not only is not growing at 
the stepped-up clip that President Kennedy 
promised, but is expanding more sluggishly 
than it did under former Presidents Truman 
and Eisenhower."

A Look at Anti-Capitalist Mentality 


Washington, d.c. — “i m 
»o grateful to you," said Sena­ 
tor Morse to Benjamin Cohen, 
who had just entered the dirty 
word “cartel" into testimony on 
the 
Communications 
Satellite 
bill, "for using it.” 
Morse’s gratitude to the Sen­ 
ate Foreign Relations Commit­ 
tee hearings launched him into 
a fresh tirade of political bill­ 
ingsgate against the proposed 
free e n t e r p r i s e corporation 
which would own and operate 
the so-called Telstar system of 
Space communications. 
‘Red Herring’ 
He had already told the Secre­ 
taries of State and Defense that 
the bill, which has numerous 
protections in it for the investing 
public, was a “red herring.” pre­ 
sumably to distract attention 
from what Morse and others 
have called the greatest "give­ 
away” in history. Now, he went 
historical and called "cartelism" 
the prime reason why Germans 
and Italians lost their freedoms 
to Hitler and Mussolini, and he 
lamented that, now, for the first 
time, an American Administra­ 
tion was trying to put this mon­ 
strous thing over on the people. 
Little Senae 
Morse's diatribe makes little 
eense, and it is only a different 
revelation of the Anti-Capitalist 
Mentality which Left-of-Kennedy 
Democrats have displayed in 
their fight against this profits- 
aeeking corporation. Cartel, like 
the other tcare-worda employed, 
*an designate benevolent prac­ 
tices as well as bad ones, de­ 
lending upon the uses to which 


they are put. Dictators use armed 
forces to destroy popular liber­ 
ties, and responsible govern­ 
ments use them to uphold liber­ 
ties. Dunng the time of this 
same hearing, David Sarnoff 
proposed that the big communi­ 
cations companies frankly form 
a "monopoly," with the consent 
of Congress, to meet the enor­ 
mous expenses and complexities 
of world communications. Under 
a b e n i g n government, much 
good and no harm would ensue. 
Some Sense 
With so much brainstorming 
by the anti-capitalists, it is in­ 
evitable that one or more sensi­ 
ble ideas would be generated. 
One such, emitted by Morse, was 
that the public might possibly be 
deceived, or oversold, because 
of the fact that three of the Tel­ 
star system directors are Presi­ 
dentially-appointed. 
Would this put the White House 
into the role of atock-promoter, 
since $100 shares of Telstar 
would be offered for public sale? 
Well, it might. And would disap­ 
pointed shareholders have an ex­ 
cuse to come to Congress for 
compensation if the corporation 
should fail? Well, again, there 
is such a possibility. Suitable 
amendments might be added to 
the bill. 
Other anti-capitalist criticisms 
have been less valid. Gore and 
Yarborough have warned that 
the bill would transfer treaty- 
making powers from the Presi­ 
dent to the corporation. Secre­ 
tary Rusk exploded this one by 
reading the Constitution under 
which no law of Congress could 
deprive the President of his re­ 
sponsibility for foreign policy.
